The papers are lull of the every- 
day doings of public characters which doings are the 
same as the little actions and interests which fill up 
the days of all of us. Why do they make such good 
reading? In a democracy where officials become of- 
ficials because they are elected so by the people, the 
people litei ally eat up news which 'proves that they 
are just like us. Why shouldn't they be just like 
"us?" They were ''us" before we, ourselves, raised 
them to the position they occupy by voting for them 
for ^resident, or governor or sending them to the 
United States Senate. Their present position is not 
the result of some hocus-pocus, or Divine right. 
Prom among us they have been elevated to the p°osi- 
tion of office holder by their own fellow men and 
women. And these same men and women, who, by 
their votes, have changed the ''Mr." before the name 
of their fellow citizen, are gratified and surprised 
that he still is "just folks" and employs the same 
table manners as before he became a senator, or the 
president or the governor. 


And why shouldn't he do these things, if he did 


them before? If he were to change, to "take on 
airs" he would be as disgusting as one of the "nou- 
veau riche." The public official realizes this and 
takes great pains to keep the people convinced that 
he is still one of them. He knows that his days are 
numbered as soon as he ceases to be one of them. But 
there should be no surprise to the people to find that 
he still retains his homely manners and hobbies. 


People know that when a man's power has gone 


to Ms head he ceases to be useful as a public serv- 
ant. But it is certainly un-American here in Amer- 
ica where democracy is the keynote to place a prem- 
ium on our public officials being democratic in their 
every day lives. We expect it to be so. Pictures, 
more enlightening to the people, would be of their 
public officials when they were not posing for the 
camera, caught eating their favorite meal or engag- 
ing in their favorite recreation. Public officials have 
trafficked on the people's pleasure in seeing that 
their former neighbor in Washington remains the 
same. But there is danger that it has already been 
carried too far and that the public men think of the 
people as too gullible and they may be riding to a fall 
when they pose for the camera.

UNCLE SAM'S EMPLOYES 


The president of the National Federation of Fed- 


eral Employes, Luther G. Stewart, said the other day, 
"One can talk efficiency and economy and all that, 
but what economist can show how a man can keep his 
nose above water at a time vhen living costs have 
gone up seventy per cent and the wage scale but fif- 
teen per cent ? Surely no one would say they were 
over-paid before the war." Many an employe in 
Washington, sleek looking guards and attendants, 
mu-t support a family and pay the notoriously high 
rents at the national capital on a wage of $1,140 a 
year, working seven days a week. 


To those of us who live in small cities where rents 


are not exorbitant, where we can have a garden and 
keep a few chickens and even a cow, the problem con- 
fronting the man who feeds, clothes and houses his 
family on a little over twenty-two dollars a week 
doesn't loom large. But H is solely because of a lack 
of understanding. Everything his family uses a bit 
of lettuce, a glass of milk, an apple, calls for an out- 
lay from the slender wage of twenty-two dollars and 
sixty-eight cents. Hasty computations with paper 
and pencil of the expenses f01 a family of five so

THE EYES OF 


YOUR HOME

Speaking of the different kinds of 


windows that one may use in a home, 
perhaps the most common typo is 
the one which slides up and. down 
like the Frenchman's guillotine. "We 
call this a double hung window. It 
works by counterbalancing weights 
which are attached to it by means 
of substantial cords. The cords go 
over pulleys at the top of the frame. 


The Ups and Downs of Windows 
As the window goe.s up the weight 


foo:-; down. Not so very long ago we 
did not use "weifrhts to balance win- 
dows, and we had to pull out a IStt'e 
spnnp snap tu each side of the sa h 
that t'Tved as a l:ir.d of a lock, and 
then if we had any strength kit, we 
pulled the sabh up.

"With this "double hung" type of 


window, the sash must fit the chan- 
nel in winch it is intended to .slide. 
The cordi, by which it is attached TO 
the counterbalancing- weight must be 
of a material that will withstand fre- 
quent rolling over a metal pulley at 
the top of the frame. If it is of un- 
sound material, then you may confi- 
dently expect it soon to fray and 
wear out and require replacement. 
Then the pulley can be made of 
pressed steel, a noisy device with in- 
efficient friction bearings, or it can 
be a bronze faced affair with roller 
bearings with several degrees between 
the best type and the poorest one. 


Advantages of Casement Windows 


The casement window ranks higher 


in favor with the European home 
owner than it does with the Ameri- 
can. 
Thus is not through any fault 


of the casement window as such, for 
it is an extremely efficient affair if 
it is well mad", but because it is so 
often poorly made that it has not ap- 
peared to give the service that might 
reasonably be expected of it. "When 
j ou hang a window sash on hinges 
and .swing- it out in the wind, you 
should be prepared to say that the 
hinges arc of high grade material, 


i well put on, and that the adjustment 
hardware by which you are able to 
fix the sash in any position is sub- 
stantially and soundly secured, or 
else you may as well expect to find 
the sa.«h some day after a gust of 
wind torn away from the hinges and 
lying in the flower bed at the foot 
of your wall. Furthermore if the 
locking hardware has not been put 
on so that the sash may be drawn up 
tight against the frame, you will have 
wind leaks, heat losses, rattles, and 
general dissatisfaction. Poor work- 
men cannot make a good casement 
window. Good workmen can make 
a thoroughly satisfactory "window of 
this type. 


The market affords many types of 


special casement windows, and of 
casement window adjusters, that are 
most excellent devices. If you like 
this kind of a window, make sure of 
what you are getting.—Copyright, 
1924—Horns Builders' Clinic.

TTVUTCH colonial architecture has supplied this 


country with many beautiful small homes. In 


recent years we have not always been fortunate in 
the homes that have been built after this style. Too 
often the cornices are overbearing; the roof lines 
not properly designed, either for the best appear- 
ance or the best room space in the second story. 
The little details that add so much to character 
have not always received the proper attention. 


The small home illustrated here not only has a 


wonderfully sound and commodious plan, but those 
little details that distinguish architecture from just 
building have all been worked out beautifully. It is 
especially interesting to note that this finer charac- 
ter has been gained without increasing costs; in- 
deed, the expense of construction is reduced. 


This plan is an interesting variation of the ever 


popular Dutch colonial type. 
The exterior lines 


are pleasing and show a well proportioned gabled 
roof, window areas and refined entrance detail. The 
porch may be either enclosed or open, as preferred. 
A small breakfast room is a feature of the first floor 
plan. The center hall plan is also a convenient ar- 
rangement, not so frequently worked out with com- 
plete circulation, to kitchen, breakfast room and 
stairway as is the case in this plan. A coat closet 
is accessible from the hall. 


Features of This Home 


The kitchen is compact and well arranged in 


detail to save extra steps. 
Outside icing is pr^- 


vided. Kitchen cabinets are well placed and de- 
tailed for convenience. 
Lighting- and 
excellent 


ventilation are special features of this kitchen. 


The center of attraction of the living room is 


the fireplace located on the outside wall with glazed 
loors at either side opening- directly onto the porch. 


One chimney only is shown with flues for both 


the fireplace and furnace. In localities where con- 
ditions demand, another chimney might easily be 
added for the kitchen. Three good sized bedrooms 
and bath occupy the second floor, Cross ventila- 
tion and ample lighting are features of the sleep- 
ing rooms. Closets are good size and well located. 


The Cost to Bufld This Home 


This house is planned to be built of frame con- 


struction with wide siding, shingle roof, masonry 
foundation with brick base course above grade. A 
lot 50 feet wide will be required, if the house is built 
with porch to the front. 
Otherwise a. 40 foot lot 


will be sufficient. There is a full basement under 
the house. 


The cost to bul'd this house will depend upon 


what you put into it and how thoroughly it is 
equipped. In some localities costs are higher than 
others. 
Expensive equipment win increase costs, 


whereas inexpensive equipment will decrease costs. 
This house should be reasonable to build if you use 
simple equipment and limit your requirements. It 
provides unusual convenience and living conditions 
for a minimum outlay of money.

BO often in small house construction 
is very badly out of scale with the 
building, appearing too heavy. 
It 


certainly costs more than its use- 
fulness warrants, and the upkeep is 
greater than that of a narrow cor- 
nice. 
The wide projecting cornice 


is not in character with the English 
or colonial types of architecture. 


Q — When the surveyor is lo- 


cating my lot lines and the cor- 
ners of the building is there any 
other work that I should have 
him do. 
A — Be very snre to have the grade 


line established at this time. This 
is very important for unless this 
line is established correctly with re- 
spect to the sewer you will have 
problems as to drainage which it 
may be impossible to solve properly. 
Obviously tha laundry tubs In the 
basement should 
t>e high enough 


above the street sewer so that they 
will drain. The grade line should 
be established with this in yiew. 


Q — Is it absolutely necessary 


to place paper between the 
floors? 
A — It is not absolutely necessary 


but desirable, especially between the 
floors of the first story. This keeps 
dust from the basement from sifting 
through.

Is this not more 
expensive? 
Such windows are 


certainly more difficult to clean.
